a m.—On life 10th of February, 1911. 
we commenced to work our way to- 
ward the 4outh. from that day to the 
lltth of ApiII establishing three de- 
pots, which in all contained a quan- 
tity of provisions of about 2,000 Jj^os. 
One thousand six hundred kilos, in- 
cluding 1,100 kilos of seal meat, were 
cached in SO degrees, 700 kilos in Si 
degrees and 800 kilos in S2 degrees 
EOiith latitude. 


As no landmarks were to be seen, 


these depots were marked with flags, 
seven kilometers on each side in the 
easterly and westerly diiections. The 
ground and the state of the banler 
were of the best, and especially well 
adapted to dilvmfe with doss. On 
Feb. 35, we had thus traveled about 
300 kilometers. 
The weight of the 


sledges was HOO kilos, and the num 
ber of dogs was six for each sledse 
The surface of the ban ier was smooth 
aud fine, with .no satrugi. The crev- 
ices were very local and were found 
dangerous in only two places. For 
the rest, long smooth undulations. 


The weather was excellent, calm or 


a light breeze. The lowest tempera- 
ture on these depot trips was minus 
45 celsius or centigrade (49 degiees 
below zero Fahrenheit). 
On the 4th 


of March, on our retuin fiom the flrst 
trip beginning on the 15th of Febru- 
ary, we found out that the Fiam had 
already left us. "With pride and de 
light we heard that-Jier smart cap- 
tain had succeeded In sailing her fur- 
thest south and there hoisting the col- 
ors of his country, a glorious moment 
for him and his comrades, the fur- 
thest north and the furthest south, 
good old Fram. The highest south 
latitude attained was 78 degrees 43 
minutes. 


Winter On the Ice Barrier. 


' Before the arrival of winter we had 
6,000 kilos of seal meat m the c!epots, 
enough for ourselves and 110 dogs. 
Eight dog houses, a combination of 
tents and snow huts were built. 


Having cared for the dogs, the turn 


came to use our solid little hut. It 
was almost 
entirely 
cohered with 


snow by the middle of April. First 
we had to get light and air. The Iu\ 
lamp, which had a power of 200 stand- 
ard candles, gave us a brilliant light 
and kept the temperature up to 20 de- 
grees celsius (GS degrees Fahrenheit) 
•throughout the winter, and our excpl- 
lent ventillation system gave us all 
the air we wanted. 


In direct communication with the 


tut and dug-out on the harrier were 
workshops, packing rooms, cells for 
provisions, coal, wood and oil, a plain 
bath, a steam bath and observatories. 
Thus we had everything withsii doors 
If the weather should be too cold an-1 
Btormy. 


The sun left us on the 
22nd of 


'April and did not return until four 
months later. The winter was spent 
in changing our whole outfit, which 
on the depot trips was found to be 
to clumsy and solid for the smooth 
surface of the barrier. Besides this, 
as much scientific work as possible 
was done, and some astonishing me- 
teorological observations were taken

The Pole Attained. 


That day was a beautiful one—a 


lisht breeze from southeast, the tem- 
perature 23 celslus (9.4 degrees be- 
low ?ero fahrenheit) and the ground 
and sledging were perfect. The day 
went along as usual and at 3 p. m. 
we made a halt. 
According to our 


reckoning we had reached our desti- 
nation. 
All of us gathered around 


the colors—a beautiful silk flag—all 
bands taking hold of It and planting 
it. 
The vast plateau on which tha 


pole is standing got the name of the 
"King llaakon VII Plateau." It is a 
vast plain, alike in all directions;

I "have been preaching for re- 


form, especially in (ho enforcement of 
(lie criminal InwV'/or years. Then. too. 
I have pointed*out in addresses and 
presidential nk'ssagos tbc great need 
for cheapcnlnjr ihe cost'of civil litiga- 
tion and expediting It so as to put HS 
little a burden on''ttie poor litigant as 
possible. The defects in our judiciary 
Jiave not been In the corruption of the 
judges, but mainly In the proccdme 
and in the helplessness of the judges 
in jury cases to assist in reaching right 
conclusions. The popular impulse hn.s 
been to take away the power from the 
'judge and to give it all to the jury, and 
this has not been for thc public good 
in the enforcement of the criminal law. 
Such defects as'l have described are 
completely within' tlie control of the 
legislature.* of the1 state and congress, 
and I am glad td; say that the move- 
ment for reform^fihs'.boen accelerated 
by action of the state and national bar 
associations.- nud-we-may look for de- 
cided progress in-,(tho,iiear future. 


But these humdrum'defects and their 


.tedious remedies are not of the .spec- 
tacular character to call for political 
'discussion or to attract effort from 
politicians in the passage of reinedi.il 
legislation. The formidable attack upo- 
our judiciary now is that the judges do 
not respond sutllcionlly to popular opin. 
ion. 
It is said that courts are interpos- 


ing their obstructive power to the en- 
forcement of legislation looking to thu- 
relief of the oppressed by declaring 
laws unconstitutional and by so called 
judicial legislation, in interpreting into 
statutes* words not intended by the 
legislature. 1 do not intend to discuss 
these charges, although if reduced to 
specific cases it would be easy to show- 
many of them to be unfounded. 
For 


the purposes of this discussion I may 
admit that couits have erred in this 
regard, have unduly broadened con- 
stitutional restrictions in order to in- 
validate useful statutes or have given 
such statutes a wrong construction. 
I low Is it proposed to remedy these 
wrongs? In one of two ways—either 
by the judicial recall or by the recall 
of judicial decisions. Let us examine 
these remedio.s separately. 


Judicial Recall. 


In the remedy by judicial recall It 


is proposed to provide by law that 
whenever a judge has so discharged 
his duties as (o induce a certain per- 
centage of the electorate to deem it 
wise to remove him and that per 
icntnse sign a petition asking his re- 
call an election shall take place in

A most serious objection to the re- 


call of decisions is that it destroys all 
probability of consistency in constitu- 
tiorv.1 interpretation. The majority 
which sustnins one law is not the same 
majority that comes to consider sin- 
other, and the obligation of consisten- 
cy of popular decision is one which 
would sit most lightly on each recur- 
ring electorate, and the operation of 
the system would result in suspension 
or application of constitutional guar- 
anties according to popular whim. We 
would then have a s-jstern of suspend- 
ing the constitution to meet special 
cases. The greatest of all despotisms 
is a government of special Instances. 


Rut the main argument used to sus- 


tain Mich a popular review of judici.il 
decisions is that if the people are com- 
petent to establish a constitution they 
are competent to interpret it and that 
this recall of decisions is nothing but 
the exercise of the power of interpre- 
tation. This is clearly n fallacious ar- 
gument. The approval of general prin- 
ciples in a constitution on the one 
hand and thc interpretation of a stat 
ute and consideration of its probable 
operation in a particular case,nnd its 
possible intringement of a general 
principle on the other hand are very 
different things. The one is simple, 
the latter complex, and the latter when 
submitted to a popular vote, as al- 
ready pointed out. is much more likely 
to l«e turned into an issue of general 
appro*. .U or disapproval of the act on 
its merits for the special purpose <.f 
its enactment jhnn upon its \iolation 
of the ^institution. 
Moreover. :i pop- 


ular m.iioilty does not adopt a eons;i- 
tution or any principle of it or amend 
its teims until after if ha* been adojd- 
ed by a constitutional convention or « 
Irgi-l.iiuiv. ami the final adoption is 
u.d o.ug!.t to be surrounded with such 
ehecss nu«i ij«>iflw n<> !•> f^'iire dt'llb- 
er.ition. In other words, the cour>e of 
procedure In the adoption of 
(Sot. or amendment i« very different 
from what the proposed vote of a ina- 
jonty on constitutional interpretation 
would be.
